W AT ER R EG U L AT IO NS. 

Days and Hours on Which Water Can 
Be Used for Sprinkling 'Purposes. 

The following are the districts Into 
which the city has been divided for 
sprinkling purposes: 

District No. 1 consists of all that part 
of the city lying to the south of Fort 
street, Cadboro Bay road and Oak Bay 
avenue. iln this district water for 
sprinkling and irrigation purposes may 
be used on Mondays and Thursdays 
from 5 a. m. until '.) a. m., and from 5 
p. m". until 10 p. m. 

In district No. 2, consisting of nil that 
portion of the city between the norther- 
ly boundary of district No. 1 ami Pem- 
broke, North Pembroke street. South 
road and Devnshire road, water may 
he used on Tuesdays and Fridays with- 
in the same hours. 

District No. 1! comprises all that sec- 
tion of tlie city on the north of district 
2. Water may lie used in these limits on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays inside tlie 
same hours. 

The regulations are not in force where 
water is supplied by meter. A fine of 
fifty cents will be imposed for each in- 
fra ction.

Canners and Fishermen on the 
Fraser Settle Conditions 
For the Season, 



Salmon Run Has Not Yet Fully 
Set in on River But 
Fleet Preparing. 



Krom Our Own Correspondent 

Vancouver, B. C, July 15.— The fish- 
ermen and canners have arranged a 
compromise on the price to be paid for 
sockeyes during the season. Tlie scale 
agreed upon is as follows: 

Up to a pack of 200,000 cases, 20 
c.'nts; over 200,000 and up to 250,000 
case*. IS cents; over 250,000, and up 
to ;i50,00(> eases, 10'^ cents; over 350,- 
0110, and up to -100,000 cases, 13% cents; 
over 40(1,000, and up to -150,000, 12% 
cents; over 450,000, and up to 500,000 
cases, 11% cents; over 500,000 cases, 
and up to 550,000 cases, 11 cents, 
Eleven cents is to be the minimum 
price; the dinners to restrict the num- 
ber of boats and give preference to 
union men and Indians; the dinners to 
assist in collection of union fees and 
dues, by instructing their book-keepers 
to deduct the amount from moneys com- 
ing to the fishermen. The dinners will 
permit a representative of the fishermen 
to check the catch ami pack at tbo cud 
of the season. August 25 will be coin 
sidered the last day of the sockeye fish- 
ing, ami the last four conditions may 
be taken into consideration by dinners 
in regard to making them permanent 
conditions. 

The salmon are still running in spurts. 
Ten boats from the Cleve cannery had 
an aggregate catch of (500 fish last night. 
The licet is preparing for the run. 

A scheme is on foot to carry Capilano 
water to Lulu island by the Lulu Is- 
land railway. Stevestou and Lulu is- 
land has been supplied for two years 
from Westminster, the Westminster 
drinking water being brought in by boat. 

Mr. IL (1. Ross' water warehouse 
scheme is progressing favorably. It is 
meeting with LittDe opposition except 
perhaps from the Park commissioners, 
who claim that the position of the big 
boom will prevent boats landing at the 
pai l;. At a matter of fact, boats rarely 
land where the boom is to go, while the 
regatta (•nurse is not interfered with. 
In fact it cuts off a corner of the har- 
bor that cannot in any way interfere 
with navigation or vested rights. The 
scheme is favored owing to the great 
advantages it presents to mill men and 
loggers. The loggers can dispose of 
their logs at once, if desired, or they 
can deposit them in the boom, and wait 
for a more favorable opportunity of 
disposing of them. Or if they sell a 
portion of their logs, they can deposit 
the remainder in the boom. Mill men 
receiving an order for a certain line 
of work necessitating the securing of 
a special line of cedar, will not have 
to send a man up the Coast to secure 
the logs for them, as they will always 
be available at the warhouse. W. H. 
Mlkin. president of the Board of 
Trade, is interested in the scheme, 
which will be thoroughly taken up by 
the Board of Works on Thursday, as 
the government at Ottawa, wishes to 
learn if the city has any objection be- 
fore allowing the boom company to 
boom a corner of Coal Harbor.

STRLKE ENDED. 

Chicago Freight Handlers and Lake 
Shore Railway Men Agree. 

Chicago, Ills.. July 15. — At a confer- 
ence tonight .between a committee • e- 
presenting the men in the Lake Shore 
freight houses and the ofTieinls of the 
road, a settlement of the differences was 
effected and the men go back to work 
tomorrow morning. Tho strikers say 
this means all the roads will sigh the 
line agreement. Tlie adjustment of 
le controversy was brought about by 
Chairman Job of the State Board of Ar- 
bitration. 

With agreements reached between 
four railroads aud the employees, the 
strike of the freight handlers and toam- 
itcrs that has paralyzed the industries 
if Chicago for a week is apparently 
broken. A majority of strikers are ex- 
pected to return to work tomorrow. By 
Thursday, according to the present out- 
look, there will -be few evidences of the 
strike. It is possihle that the Radicals 
may prevent the strike from being called 
off at a meeting of the freight handlers 
called for tomorrow morning. Upon the 
action taken at this meeting will depend 
the attitude of tho striking tejimsters. 
Their national president, Al Young, or- 
dered them back to work tomorrow, 
but if the freight handlers refuse to 
declare the strike officially off, some of 
the teamsters may refuse work. It is 
conceded that their ollicers exercise lit- 
tle or no absolute authority.

During the 
march past King Emmanuel remained in 
front of the Imperial tent. It was fes- 
tooned with Russian and Italian flags. 
Tho Czar galloped to the head of the 
troops and led them ibefore the King. 
Subsequently the Grand Dukes present- 
ed their various regiments before the 
'C^nr and saluted the King, who was 
visibly impressed by the ceremony 
Grand Duke Nicholas Novitch, wnose 
wire is the Queen of Italy's sister, gave 
a dinner to the royal guests. 



KING (EDWARD AT COWES.

bert. The King was conveyed from 
Buckingham palace to tho railway sta- 
tion in an ambulance drawn by two 
horses. The only other occupant of the 
ambulance was Queen Alexandra. The 
vehicle was driven at a walking pace. 

Although there was a small crowd at 
the station, there was no demonstration 
in compliance with the expressed wishes 
of the King, 

he doctors and nurses waited the ar- 
rival of tho ambulance, and a party of 
bluejackets removed His Majesty from 
the vehicle to a Royal saloon car, 
formerly used by the late Queen Vic- 
toria. Absolute privacy was secured 
by a lofty screen of red plush which 
surrounded the platform. 

[Portsmouth, July 15.— King Edward 
arrived here from London before 2 p.m. 

The removal of His Majesty from the 
train to the Royal yacht was safely 
accomplished by bluejackets, and the 
King's couch placed in a reception room, 
which had been especially constructed 
on the upper , deck. The warships in 
the harbor fired a Royal salute as the 
.King embarked, ami all the vessels 
du-ssed ship, and manned yards or 
decks.

I'he Rig Chicago Deal 
Wind-Up.

July IS.— The famous John 
W. dates, corner in July corn came to 
an abrupt termination today when it 
became known that shorts to the extent 
of a good many million bushels had ef- 
fected private settlements with (Harris, 
dates & Co., and that the deal was at 
an end so far as the steel magnate was 
concerned. The July price responded 
to the settlement by a quick drop to 05% 
cents. Later it recovered a fraction, 
and closed at t^ 1 /: cents, substantially 
the price of the cash article. 

Just how many bushels were subject 
to private settlement will probably never 
be known, nor is there much chauce 
that the identification of the big fellow 
in the trade who doubtless contributed 
liberally to the fortunes of Mr. Gates} 
and the friends associated with him in 
the deal will never possibly be known. 

Mr. Gates i.s at present in 'New- York 
and Mr. Scotten, manager for the Har- 
ris, (Gates house would only admit the 
fact of a settlement by the outstanding 
shorts. J3ven the fact of a termination 
of the July deal was left largely to in- 
ference. But the trade readily figured 
that with- the shorts practically nothing 
in the shape of a corner could exist. 

No special excitement attended the 
premature puncturing of the bubble by 
tho man whose property it was. The 
trade has all along admitted Gates was 
right, and also his ability to do what he 
pleased with corn; and if he chose to 
close the deal a couple of weeks prior 
to the timo at which it would have ended 
by limitation, there was no on* to say 
anything against it. Tho only unusual 
thing in tlie pit prior to tho time at 
which it became known, tho corner was 
at an end, was the unusual purchasing 
of July corn, in small lots, by various 
commission houses. Pit trade during the 
day, however, was not much over 500,- 
000 bushels. Manager Scotten would 
not discuss the settlement price. This 
price, however, was not a matter oC 
decided interest to the trade generally.

News or a grewsotne incident near 
l'ekin W reported by the Empress of In- 
dia, whicli arrived yesterday. J. wo 
men's heads were found by the metals 
or tiie railway, two miles from Huang 
Tsun the decapitation being presum- 
ably caused by the train. The .ragedy 
was rendered mysterious by the disap- 
pearance or the bodies-search til along 
die line failing to reveal them. A more 
shocking story is reported from Hunan, 
where a railway is being constructed 
between Pinghsiang and Limg. For 
wane time there bad been reports of 
llo> linding of bodies of young children 
jii solitary places with their hearts 
scooped out. Two men were arrested, 
charged with this atrocity, and when 
tried before the magistrate, the accused 
said thev belonged to a party of SO who 
had come from Szeehnun and Kwiechow 
to gouge out the hearts or young chil- 
dren for medical purposes. iBotll were 
decapitated. One was a Chinese monk. 

The Taut a i of Central Shansi, writes 
to the Shanghai papers telling of (he 
maltreating and plundering of some mis- 
sionaries on the borders ol" Shansi. The 
(party, including a man, two ladies, and 
three children, was set upon h.v roJb- 
bers, beat. oi, and robbed. The official 
expresses sorrow for the crime just 
without; his borders, and urges travel- 
ers to secure bank drafts for their 
money, and not carry large amounts in 
•cash. 

The iBoxer propaganda is steadily in- 
creasing in Szcchuail, according to re- 
ports from there, and on .Tune IT, an 
attack was made by a party of Boxers 
on a country mission station, and a 
Methodist preacher and nine converts 
were beheaded by the Boxers. From 
l'ekin it is reported that Prince Tuan 
and Tung Fu Ilsiang and Lan Kung, 
former Boxer leaders, arc organizing a 
force of tBoxbrs with the object of at- 
tempting to place Prince Tuan on the 
Chinese throne. 

At l'ekin the Empress Dowager con- 
tinues to entertain the foreign ladies 
from time to time, and a correspondent 
writing from the capital on June 1!), 
says she has ordered a foreign table 
ware, so that she may entertain them 
after the European fashion in the 
'future. 

The funeral procession of the late Li- 
Hung Chang is still going about the 
country, like a large circus, and has 
still much travel before it. It made 
:i great show at Tungehow. tall pagodas 
and i huge catalogue, adding to its pic- 
tiiresiiUciU'ss. A large throng of re- 
tainers accompany it. 

Cholera is causing much loss of life 
at different Chinese ports. At Snehow 
it is reported that an average of one 
hundred deaths are occurring each day, 
ami ac -ding to a correspondent writ- 
ing 'Oi .Tunc 21. there have been many 
scares among the foreigners, hut the 
less of. life has so far been confined tn 
natives. 

The Japanese have a dying machine 
inventor. From Tokio it is reported 
that after two unsuccessful attempts, an 
air ship, devised by the military authori- 
ties, rose over the city of Tokio, and 
seemingly in perfect control, performed 
various evolutions, and returned finally 
tn the starting place. 

Prince Vladimir, of Russia, was ac- 
corded a great reception at Tokio on 
duly 2. He arrived at Yokohama on 
the Russian warship Sevastopol. At 
Tokio he was dined by the Emperor. 
The band and three hundred sailors of 
the cruiser Matuso escorted him. The 
Prince arrived in Japan from China, 
having visited Pekin.

His (Body Laid at Rest at East Stoke. 

London, duly 15.— Memorial services 
for |*iri I I'auiicefotc. the late ambassa- 
dor ,,r Crc.it Britain, at Washington, 
were held today in the chapel Royal. 
St. James palace. King Edward was 
represented by Lord Churchill, the act- 
ing lord chamberlain. The Prince of 
Wales and the Duke of Conmmght at- 
tended, as did Joseph II. Choate. the 
United Slates ambassador; Whitelaw 
Kind, special United Stales ambassador 
io the coronation; ('apt. Lloyd and four 
bluejackets from the United Stales 
crui.-er Brooklyn, and many members 
of tin- government, and a number of dip- 
lomats, peers ami members of the 
I louse of Commons. 

Simultaneously with the service in 
Loud. oi. the body of Lord I'anncefote 
was buried in tin' churchyard of East 
Stoke. Newark on Trent. The service 
was most simple. The principal mourn- 
ers were the widow and her daughters 
and other members of the family. 

The Horal tributes included wreaths 
from the American warship Brooklyn, 
the American society of London, and 
Sir (Michael Herbert, the newly appoint- 
ed British ambassador to the United 
States. 

FALSE RICTPORTS. 



tMajor-lieuernl Sir A. It. F. Dorward, 
K. C. B., 1). S. 0.— the latter distinction 
secured by his brilliant work in the re- 
cent China campaign — is in the city, 
having arrived by the steamer Empress 
of India from Shanghai. Major-Gen- 
eral Dorward was in charge er the al- 
lied forces at the battle of Tien Tsin, 
when the Ninth United States infantry 
lost so heavily, their commander, Col. 
Liscuiu ami many officers and men be- 
ing among tiie dead— and he says that 
the. heavy loss of the United States 
troops was no doubt due to the fact that 
Col. Liseum lost his way. He was the 
only United States officer present at 
the Council of War the night before 
the battle, and he had, it seems, not 
notified his, officers of the plans. The 
'.Ninth Infantry were caught on the 
side of a swamp, and in endeavoring to 
edge around were misled und lost heav- 
ily. Major Waller's troops and the 
Welsh Fusiliers managed to get across 
the swamp without much loss. 

But this is of the past. Major-Gou- 
erul Durward speaks interestingly of the 
present und future crisis in the Far 
hast, in which all eyes are on Russia. 
Will Russia evacuate .Manchuria, or 
not'.' A solution of Ibis question solves 
another, and that is— will there be war 
hi the Far East. Mujor-General Dor- 
ward says there will undoubtedly be war 
unless Russia avaeuutcs .Manchuria, ac- 
cording to terms of the agreement, which 
the Ajiglo-Jupauese agreement forced 
that country to make with China, llo 
believes, however, that Russia will go 
after seeing that Japan will not sub- 
mit to her remaining. 

If .Manchuria is ma evacuated, how- 
ever, and Japanese correspondents at 
l'ekin say there arc no signs of with- 
drawal, although the time for retire- 
ment is approaching — it means war. 
Japan will light, there is no doubt of 
that, if Russia does not go. Ruth na- 
tions are well aware of this, and Russia 
is rapidly strengthening her garrisons 
and points of vantage, while Japan is 
quietly preparing to strike a blow, if 
necessary. 

If war comes, the first thing this con- 
tinent would hear of, would be the blow- 
ing up und destruction of the big Rus- 
sian railway, for even now there are 
at points of vantage Japanese engineers 
who are versed in explosives, ever ready 
for the signal that war had been declar- 
ed. The war would have its scene of ac- 
tion on 'both land and sen, beginning no 
doubt in naval operations in the Yellow 
Sea, and being concluded on land. 

Russia has now SO.OOO men in the 
garrisons of Manchuria, and, as is the 
custom of the country, they will re- 
main as lung as they are permitted to. 
The policy of Russia, says 'Major-Gen- 
eral Dorward, while it may not be ad- 
mirable from the point of view of the 
fair-minded, certainly has its advan- 
tages. Russia always remains in con- 
Ifol of any disputed territory, until, 
by show of arms, it is obliged to recede, 
and then the buck-down is graceful and 
polite, but goes no further than neces- 
sary, and the Czar's troops are ever- 
ready to steal back again. 

Great Britain has her strongest gar- 
risou in .North China at Shanhai-kwnn— 
tiie const terminus of the railway to 
l'ekin, then, being but 250 men at the 
Chinese capital. The force at Shan-hai- 
kwau will likely be augmented to live 
regiments, probably mostly Indian 
troops. The Germans have about MOO 
men. and the French and Japanese about 
otM) men each. 1 1 may he eventually, 
since the Anglo-Japanese agreement re- 
garding :in Eastern policy, that 'Britain 
and Japan will maintain garrisons of 
troops „t both nations, Major-Geueral 
1'iimiishima, who was in charge of the 
Japanese forces during the North China 
campaign, being now in London, it is 
said, making arrangements to this end, 
among other things. 

'Major-General Dorward says the 
situation is unchanged in China, the 
Boxer and other rebel disturbances re- 
ported from time tn time being more 
or less overdrawn, as it is to the interest 
of i he Russians and Germans to mag- 
nify these disturbances— which tliey do— 
to give excuse for the maiutainnnce of 
their troops in China.

Italy, July 14.— 'The Campan- 
ile , bunched hell tower of St. Mark's, 
church, iis metres high) collapsed at 
10:40 this morning and fell with a great 
crash into the piazza. 

The Campanile, which was entirely 
detached from the cathedral and palace 
of the Doges, collapsed where it stood 
and is now a mass of ruins. The Cathe- 
dral and Palace of the Doges are quite 
safe, but a corner of the Royal palace 
was damaged. 

Kepuiivs on the Campanile wore to 
have been commenced today. It is fear- 
ed there was some loss of life. The 
ruins are surrounded by a cordon of 
troops. 

Tiie first intimation of danger was 
the sudden appearance yesterday of u 
longitudinal crack in the corner wall of 
the clock lower and the breaking of two 
windows. A concert which had been ar- 
ranged to lake place on the piazza yes- 
terday was stopped by order of the pre- 
fect with tho object of preventing a 
concourse of people. 

The Campanile stood opposite the 
church or cathedral of St. Mark's. It 
was founded in 88S, restored in 1329, 
provided with a marble top in 1417, and 
in 1517 was crowned with the figure of 
an augel nearly 10 feet high. The log- 
get la or vestibule on the east side of 
the Campanile was once a rendezvous 
of the nobili, and afterwards a waiting 
room for the guards during the sessions 
of the great council. The clock tower 
stands opposite the Campanile. 

'flic ruins .ire piled up to a height of 
100 feet, hud the Piazza di San Marco, 
anil the adjoining squares are covered 
with debris and dust. Some damage was 
done to the San Sov.ino Loggetta or 
vestibule on the east side cf the Cam- 
panile.

SUNDAY OBS I2RTVAIN OB. 

Senator Mncdonald contributes a let- 
ter on this question, in which he takes 
exception to certain remarks in the 
Colonist of Saturday. The point we took 
was that while the observance of -Sun- 
day is commendable from every point 
of view, it is a matter of conscience, 
and that therefore the right to place 
legal restrictions upon how others should 
spend Sunday, does not exist, provided 
;i man indicts no injury on the State 
or his neighbor by his way of spending 
Sunday, a proviso which applies to his 
way of spending every other day as 
well. What we have mainly to object 
to, however, in Senator Macdonald's let- 
ter, is hi.s partial quotation of a sen- 
tence from the article in question. We 
wrote, "If a man sins against his con- 
science, lot liiarx answer to God, not to 
a customs Official or n police magistrate, 
c;o long Us in so doing, he does not in- 
jure the state or his neighbor." In 
quoting this. Senator Mncdonald stops 
at the word ".God," and applies the state- 
ment to those engaged in two occupa- 
tions, which indict n most vile injury 
both upon the state and their neighbors. 
If this was intentional on the worthy 
Senator's part, it is utterly unfair com- 
ment; if it was unintentional, and we 
sincerely hope it was, he should have 
been at more pains to understand the 
meaning of the sentence, which is clear 
enough, before he made any comment 
upon it at all. This newspaper does not 
advocate anarchy and resents the impli- 
cation that it does.

Mr. Sifton in a lecture has given nn 
exceedingly clear narration nf the dif- 
ferent 'boundary disputes which have 
arisen between (Jie United States and 
Canada, or more strictly speaking, 
Great Britain, in Xorth America. .Most 
of those disputes have bow only a his- 
torical interest, but til ere is ond which 
is upon a different footing altogether, 
the Alaskan Boundary question. .Mr. 
Sifton's description and analysis of that 
question is lucid in the extreme, and we 
hope shortly to give in detail to the read- 
ers of the Colonist. The whole question 
arises out of the interpretation to bo 
placed upon the Anglo-Russian treaty 
negotiated in 1825. In general terms 
the first contention of the United States 
is that in 1S25 what is now known as 
Portland canal was not so-called, Ibut 
that what is now known us Observatory 
Inlet was called Portland canal. So 
far as we know, there is absolutely no 
ground for any such substitution. Port- 
land canal was Portland caiia] uj Van- 
couver's map just as it is on the maps 
today. The negotiators of u treaty 
would hardly have adopted a nomencla- 
ture in eonilict with the 'names given 
on the only authentic map of the re- 
gions denned which existed at the time, 
and with which they must have been 
familiar. The second contention of the 
/United States is that the declaration of 
the treaty that the summits of the moun- 
tain range running parallel with the 
Coast, except where these summits are

HARBOR IMPROVEMENTS. 

Sir. A notice appeared In tie- papers a 
few .lays ago to tin- effect that one of the 
government engineers was coming here 
from Ottawa on depurtmentnl business.

Lawrence, have received Immense ad- 
vances from tin' Federal govrnmont. nnd 
I should like to know win- Victoria does 
not receive equal consideration.

Sir,— Mr. H. Cuthbert. In his lecture, 
speaks of our "parks," and one would In- 
fer therefrom that we are well supplied 
With public parks. We have only one park 
(Mt. Douglas, on account of distance. Is 
out of consideration for gome years yet) 
and It must be apparent to every one, that 
as the city grows the many places that 
the public are now allowed to roam over 
will disappear under tho march of the 
builder, unless the city provides for their 
preservation to the public weal by pur- 
chase. The need of plenty of public parks 
and recreation grounds Is a recognized 
necessity throughout (ireat Britain, Canada 
the United States and Australia, and many 
cities that neglected In years gone by te 
provtlde tliese necessities are doing so now 
at an enormous expenditure. Seattle, that 
progressive neighbor of ours. | s not behind 
hand, nnd their city council have pur- 
chased .many hundreds of acres for park 
purposes. In one ease they paid SKXMlOO 
(for a single park many acres In extent. 
They Justly say: "This land) can be pur- 
chased cheaply now. Unit if we neglect 
Ruiylng it now our city will be forced to 
do so In future years at <i much greater 
expenditure." Is there not a stirring 
lesson in tills for the council nnd citizens 
of Victoria? We should have public parks 
in Victoria West, in that part of the elty 
north of Hillside avenue and near Oak 
Bay. In Victoria West a park should be 
secured on the arm. nnd also that piece 
of land known as the Kanaka ranch near 
■Esquimau. North of nilislde avenue, bor- 
dering on hnth sides of the elty pipe line, 
arc many acres which would form an Ideal 
pnrk second to none.

Interesting Report By Hon. A. E. 
Smith, United States 
Consul. 



The Improved Transportation 
Facilities are Also Re- 
ferred to. 



An advance sheet of United States 
Consular Reports, issued from Washing* 
'ton, eoptauis uu interesting report by 
IHou. A. K. Smith, United States con- 
sul, on the miues of Vancouver Island, 
and improved transportation facilities. 
The report follows: 

There has recently been considerable 
activity iu prospecting and exploiting 
tlie different mining properties on Van- 
couver Island. Copper lias been found 
'in the Sooke mountains, less than 30 
miles from Victoria, and during the 
past two months' 400 tons of high-grade 
ore has been mined. A cut of 1,000 
feet or more leaves no doubt that a large 
vein exists there. The ore assays over 
10 per cent, copper, apart from the gold 
and silver. 

The iron mines on uBnrkley Sound con- 
trolled by the Pacific Coast Steel com- 
pauy( composed almost entirely of 
'Americans) contain immense bodies of 
ore. The Sarita mine is especially valu- 
able, and only needs to be developed to 
yield large results. The Copper Island 
and Secroft mines also show great value, 
and active steps are being taken to push 
work in them. A small steamer has 
been purchased, and short railroad lines 
to convey the ore to the shore have 
"been surveyed. As soon as the neces- 
sary tinancial arrangements havo been 
made, active operations will bo com- 
menced. 

"Work has been suspended on the cop- 
per mines of the Nahmint Mining com- 
pany, on Albcrui canal; also on the 
"Monitor mine in the same locality. It 
lis understood that the copper veins in 
"each of theso mines have become nearly 
oxhausted. 

1 The Yreka Copper company (composed 
mostly of residents of Tacoma, Wash., 
nvhere the head otllce is) controls valu- 
able mines on the northwest coast of 
'Vancouver Island, including what is 
•known as the Comstock group, situated 
on Comstock mountain, Quatsino Sound, 
•which, with the Superior and Quatsino 
'King groups, comprise about 000 acres, 
of copper-gold mineral lands. These 
groups are contiguous and form, prac- 
tically one property. The average of 
eight assays recently made was, for all 
minerals, $21 a ton, while one sample 
- -ran 12.5 per cent, copper and $350 gold. 
iVree gold is of frequent occurrenca In 
the main lead of the Comstock. nnd the 
average percentage of copper is expect- 
ed to he over 10. A temporary wooden 
tramway, erected to transport the ore 
to the water's- edge, is soon to be re- 
placed with an aerial conveyor. The 
'first shipment from these mines, con- 
sisting of 400 tons of ore. was taken to 
the- Tacoma smelter on .Tune 17. It is 
expected that hereafter similar ship- 
ments will he made monthly or oftener. 
■ The Wreck Bay placer mines, on the 
'West Coast, which were discovered in 
'May, 1900, and since operated with in- 
different success, have passed into the 
hands of -Seattle capitalists, who propose 
to spend $50,000 in developing the prop- 
erty with the latest Improved machin- 
ery. Tho new owners believe that the 
'fine gold in the black sands of Wreck 
(Bay will, with modern methods, yield 
a handsome return on their investment. 

American citizens are also in control 
of the IXelga Mining company at Clayo- 
quot, West Coast of Vancouver Island,' 
where a ledge of apparently rich copper 
oro has been struck. A tunnel lias heen 
dug into the hill, and other development; 
work accomplished, involving the expen- 
diture of $25,000, but so 'far no ore 
lins been shipped. 



I other. The larger is at Crofton; the 
smaller at .Ladysmith. The first is un- 
der the control of two (Americans, Its 

1 daily capacity will be 350 tons of ore. 
Tlie" 500-horsepover engines to be used 
were built at Milwaukee. It is expected 
that the smelter will be running belore 
August. 

The new town of Crofton owes its 
birth to the building of this smelter. 
Although it is only four moutlis old, the 
town now has a permanent population 
of over 500 persons. What for the 
smelter is provided by two reservoirs up 
the mountain slope. Tho ore to be used 
is brought from the famous Mount 
Sicker mines, 12 miles to the west, and 
1,000 feet above sea level. These mines 
are connected with Crofton by a nar- 
row-gauge railway, on which three 
mountain-climbing locomotives, manu- 
factured at Lima, Ohio, carry the ore 
and laborers. Heretofore, monthly ship- 
ments of ore from the ILenora mine have 
been made to the Tacoma smelter, but 
during the past six months the ore has 
been permitted to accumulate. There is 
uow $300,000 worth of ore awaiting the 
completion of the Crofton smelter. In 
this mine three tunnels at different levels 
have been opened. 

1 dr. addition to the Lonora vein, an- 
other rich deposit of ore, known as the 
Tj'ee mine, has been found on Mount 
Sicker The management of this mine 
is building a 3-mile aerial tramway to 
ILadysmitk, for tlie purpose of convey- 
ing ore to tho smelter in process of con- 
struction at that place. This smelter 
is to be completed during tlie present 

3 °SU11 another mine— known as the Cop- 
per iCanvon mine— is being developed at 
the foot* of Mount Sicker. Two tunnels 
have been dug, and in the mam excava- 
tion a vein 4 to 4% feet in width has 
been uncovered. The ore is of a high 
grade, but as yet none has been ship- 
ped. 

STEAMER SERVICE.

Electric Machines in "World 
for Canadian Works.

The progress being made in tlie ih 
velopmeiit of the water power for elei 
triral purposes at Queen Victoria purl 
Niagara. Palls, (int.. w a matter of in- 1 "Joii„ r(j "" 
tprest in these days when electricity is 
in such great demand as a motive pow- 
er. About a year ago the Canadian 
.Niagara Power company began opera- 1 _ Chlcng 
t'ons in tin- park, and now has nearly 
,'ive hundred men employed in the var- 
ious works of construction. This rom- 
jpany will take water from the river a 
quarter of a mile or so above the falls, 
.through a broad basin, and in pipes car- 
ried down an immense chamber cut in 
(the rock to the water-wheels at the bot- 
tom of the chamber. These wheels are 
,to have long, upright shafts, with th" 
■electric generators at the top, in the 
.power house, the same principle being 
adopted as on the United States side, 
only that on the Canadian side th" 
water-wheels and electric machines will 
he double the size, or the largest in the 
world. After turning Hhe water-wheels, 
u tunncil cut in the rock will carry 
away the exhaust water to the river 
ibelow the falls. 

Substantial progress has been made 
in carrying out this .great enterprise. A 
cofferdam ha* been constructed in the 
rapids to keep out the river from the ex- 
cavations in progress; the basin lias 
been taken down to nearly its proper 
depth; the wheel pit is down abont one- 
third of its depth, nnd the headings 
from the hydraulic tunnel have been 
driven for over one-half of its total 
length. This iwork has. of course, in- 
volved a very large outlay by the com- 
pnuy, as much of it requires the em- 
ployment of skilled laibor. and the en- 
tire cost of the works when completed is 
estimated to be in the neighborhood of 
•five millions of dollars. 

In addition to the works of the Cana- 
dian Niagara company, referred to, trite 
Ontario Power company has also se- 
cured rights in the park and active oper- 
ations have been begun upon this com- 
potitive scheme. Under its agreement 
the company is to take water from .the 
Wellland river, two miles distant, and 
lead it to the park, where nn open canal 
will carry it on to the penstocks, by 
whinh it will bo taken down the cliff to 
Hie power house in tlie gorge below the 
falls, much after the manner adopted 
by the Schoellkophit works, on the Unit- 
ed States side of the river, near the 
steel arch bridge. The works already 
executed by this company consist of a 
n deep cutting along the line selected 
for its open canal.

CANADIAN POULTRY. 

Brings Handsome Prices in English 
Mnrkoi. 

Prof. Robertson is making great ef- 
forts to extend the Canadian poultry 
market in Great Britain. During the 
12 months just endetl, chickens export- 
ed to Great Britain from the illustration 
stations fetched from sixpence three 
farthings to oiglrtponce per pound. Ocean 
freight, including haulage and commis- 
sion, was one cent per iioiirid on ship- 
ments of over 200 chickens, so that ll! 
cents per pound in Liverpool equals 15 
cents per pound in Montreal. A Mont- 
real merchant has made inquiry for 
500,000 pounds' weight of specially fat- 
ted chickens to be delivered in Montreal 
this fall. He guarantees to pay not 
less than 10 cents per pound on each 
chicken. 

A prominent Manchester commission 
merchant has written the Department of 
Agriculture to recommend firms who 
could soil him a few thousand dozen 
chickens, to arrive in December, Janu- 
ary, February and March. The chick- 
ens must be of the same stamp as tihose 
received from SmithviUc, Out., experi- 
mentnl .station last season. 

A number of Montreal firms have is- 
sued a circular stating that in order to 
assist farmers not in a position to pro- 
perly kill and pack their chickens, they 
are ready to accept livp chickens for 
export to Great Britain at the highest 
market price, provided they are properly 
fattened. Several Western firms have 
made a similar offer.

l)ctail> were received l>y the It. ^1- 
S. !Kuu>ri>Ss of India, which arrived yes- 
terday from the Orient, of the blowing 
of the Chinese cruiser Ilni-Choe, 
aL Hsiakmin, (in Sunday, June 2li — u, 
terrible disaster involving the loss of 
nearly 250 lives. The llai-Cliee was 
anchored in the river, when the Jap- 
nnese man-of-war Atngo arrived at 
llsinkuau. and anchored two cables 
away from the Chinese cruiser, the 
crew of the Japanese ves-el watched 
preparations for a saline on the Chinese 
warship. Suddenly the port side of the 
lllin-L'hee blew out, then immediately 
the whole poop, main and inizzen mast, 
were shattered — in fuel the whole of the 
after-part of the vessel from the main- 
mast was blown to pieces. 'Hi is was 
followed immediately by volumes of 
smoke and Maine as high us the mast- 
head, and a terrible report followed— 
which, it was afterwards learned, was 
heard for it distance of seven miles. The 
concussion was tremendous, and men, 
•spars, deck boats, cabin fittings, doors, 
furniture, and other debris were blown 
into the air several hundreds of feet, 
and numerous shells exploded on the 
beam of the Atago, some fishing boats 
being badly damaged by them. The 
Hai-Chee sank at once, even before 
some of the debris came down. 

The Japanese cruiser, anchored near- 
by, was enveloped in smoke, and her 
commander ordered his crew to seek 
shelter. When the smoke cleared awny 
ihere was nothing to be seen but a mass 
of lloating wreckage. A large amount 
of debris from the unfortunate Chinese 
cruiser rained down on the deck of the 
Atago-bodies, sonic headless and dis- 
membered being dropped on her decks. 
Included in the wreckage which fell on 
the Japanese vessel's decks was the log 
ibook of the Hai-Chee. A portion of ti 
man— the trunk — fell on the hulk Quash- 
ing, whirl) was nearby, crashing through 
the roof. The sight was a terrible one, 
for from the Japanese cruiser, the man- 
filed forms of men could be seen shout- 
ing through the air, and descending and 
disappearing in the waters. 

The t'nited States cruiser Helena was 
anchored about three-quarters of a mile 
fiom the Hai-Chee, and the shock w as- 
felt severely on board. Much of the 
debris fell near by, but no damage was 
caused to her. All the Helena's bunts 
were immediately put out, and hurried 
to the scene of the disaster, but there 
were few live* to savi — bin two surviv- 
or.-, being found— one of whom was piok- 
el from the sea of wreckage by a boat's 
crew of the Tinted Stales vessel, 'j'he. 
bonis of the Helena. .Atago and the 
hulk Quashing were kept plying about 
in the hope that others still living might 
be round- bill all were dead. 

The survivor picked up by the Atago 
was a seaman, who had been blown 
out of n port en the forward lower deck. 
Ule was badly injure, 1. but will live, lie 
diil me know whai caused tic explo- 
sion, but siirnnVod that someone must 
have inrried lire into the magazine, for 
preparations wet,, being made to salute 
tlie Atago, Mini he heard orders given to 
bring up powder from the magazine. 

TI tier survivor was the carpenter, 

who ha i been ai work en the outside 
of the starboard side of the vessel, and 
was thrown into the sea by the shock, 
lb- inaiiiigeil in secure a lloating piece 
of wreckage, and was Utile injured 
when found by the United Stales sail- 
ors. He knew nothing of :lie cause of 
the disaster. 

The first portion of the vessel that was 
blown out was a piece of the main 
deck, with beam attached to some angle 
iron, weighing about three-hundred- 
"weight. This and a piece of iron plate 
were thrown on shore tome 500 vards 
from the seen,, of tie. di-aster. Another 
li'rge 1 '■ ,,r iron was found much fur- 
ther away. A quantity of glass was 
broken at the custom house a mile awny, 
am on the hulk Quashing, and U. S. S. 
■ Helena glass, lamps and some of the 



crockery was broken by the shock, al- 
though they were three-quarters of a 
mile away. The shock' was felt in the 
(British consulate seven miles away. 
Three small boats, which were selling 
vegetables alongside, were blown to 
atoms, and all on board killed. 

Cor three hours after the explosion 
the ram ami jib-boom of the Hai-Chee 
were showing out of water about '20 
feet. The vessel was anchored in 22. 
fathoms of water, so half of the cruiser 
musL have been completely blown away, 
and the forward half was standing on 
end perpendicularly until three hours 
after the explosion, when it tumbled 
over. Capt. I.ee, commander of the 
Hai-Chee, was ashore, and three otlkers 
were in Shanghai, leaving four on board. 
In all 0(| .seamen were ashore. Capt. 
il.oe was interviewed after the explosion, 
and he says that undoubtedly it was the 
magazine that blew up— he having given 
orders for :( salute to be given to the 
Atago before he left th.. Hai-Chee, and 
the crew niuc-i have been in the act of 
getting the charges I rum the magazine 
for this purpose, when, through some 
carelessness, in all probability, the ex- 
plosion took place. It was rumored af- 
terwards [hat the olllcer in charge of 
getting out the powder was smoking a 
cigar— am! thi^ was the cause of the 
disaster, but none could confirm this. 

('apt. Minniug, of the steamer Mei- 
sllllll, which was seven miles from tlie 
Hai-Chee, u hen [he explosion occurred, 
says his vessel passed into a cloud of 
gun-powder smoke alter (he .shock was 
It'll, and the noise as of the tiring of a 
huge gun heard.

The Hai-Chee— or Kai-Chih -was a 
sister ship "i the cruiser Nilnsbail, and 
curried o-,0 men on board, She was 2,- 
11<> tons.
